Stale of the Funds. 

Important Resoiutions. The following doc- 
ument will, we doubt not, be read with pain by 
many. ‘The Board of Directors would rejoice to 
be relieved from the necessity of exhibiting so large 
a deficiency in the funds, It is due to the public, 
as well as themselves, that the truth should be 

freely and fully stated. ‘The Society can live no 
longer than the Christian community furnish it 
with the requisite support. At the same time, it is 
due to Divine goodness to state that the cause of 
this deficiency is owing, chietly, to the fact that a 
larger number of promising young men are seek- 
ing the patronage of the Society than ever betore. 
Are Christians afraid to have their prayers answer- 
ed? Will they refuse to increase their “ works” 
in proportion as their “ faith” enlarges its desires? 
Is this the time to yield the vantage ground which 
they have gained, to the organized legious of su- 
perstition and infidelity, who are marching with 
rapid steps to take possession of the Lord’s inheri- 
tance? [tis perfeelly easy for the church to sup- 
ply this deficiency and to increase the resources of 
the Society many fold, if'all her members will con- 
sent todo buta little, and to do that little mnme- 
diately. Shall this be done? Or shall the Socie- 
slacken its efforts, and say to its applicants, we 
snot help you? 
‘he Committee appointed to inquire into the 
ent state of the funds of this Society, with a 
vy to ascertain the probable ability of the Soci- 
to sustain its present engagements, and to 
meet the increasing demands which are made up- 
on the treasury, respectfully report: 

That although there has been a regular in- 
erease of the current funds of the Society for seve- 
ral years, that increase has not been so great as 
the increase of applications, for the patronage of 
the Society. The ditlerence between expenditures 
and receipts the last year, was nearly nine thou- 
sand dollars. 


meet this deficiency, and the balances due in pre- 
ceeding years, $6542 35 were withdrawn from the 
permanent fund, as stated in the last Report; and, 
in addition, a debt of about twelve thousand dol- 
lars has been incurred. ‘The Committee are of 
opinion, that it is wholly inexpedient to increase 
this debt by further loans. From the permanent 
tund, it seems to them the money cannot be taken, 
alter the responsibilities which the Board have al- 
ready assumed, without a breach of trust to the 
original donors ; and from other sources it should 
not be borrowed, if the Society is to be preserved 
from inextricable difficulty. ‘The Board of Diree- 
tors can go no farther than the resources, placed 
at their disposal by the community, will enable 
them to go. Inthe judgment of the Committee, 


they cannot increase their present advances with- | 


out an unwarrantable presumption upon the aid 
ofothers. ‘The Committee, therefore, recommend 
to the Board the following resolutions:

be selected as Distributors. 
| is a great variety of character, opinion, and feeling. 
All this character, feeling, and opinion, will be cal- 
| led out by the system,and that too in all ite 
strength. It therefore needs Distributors of sound 
| discretion, 
better. Put the very best men to the work. 
2. I consider the system as invaluable to the 
church. If it did no good but to keep the church 
in motion, that would abundantly pay for all, Our 
churches are dying from inaction, The only deti- 
ciency in this system is, that it does not employ half 
enough. There is no describing the ditlerence be- 
tween a church in motion and the same church in 
inaction, In the one case it is the giant carrying
